Dillian Schwartz, P/V, 57, 5901 W, Addison St., Chicago, stated that she 
came there with a friend, Mrs. Marguerite Staehle, also interviewed, for 
the purpose of keepbng the latter company while she delivered some coffee 
cream to the card players. She stated that she arrived at about 1:30 PM 
and entered through the пеотег door. She denied that she had ever been in 
the gambling establishment on any prior occasion and stated that she did 
not know any person who might be the keeper. - 


Mrs. Marguerite Staohle, FAW, 62, 1157 S. Harvey Avenue, Oak Park, Illinois, 
confirmed that she came to the sstablishment with Mrs. Schwartz. She stated 
that she met Mrs. Schwartz while shipping in the  oosevelt-Austin area and 
that she came to the gambling establishment on the suggestion of Mrs. Schwartz 
who had а pingk pint of coffee cream to deliver there. 
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She admitted that she had been to this establishment on previous occasions 
and at all time with Mrs. Schwartz. She stated that Mrs. Schwartz knew 
а nümber of the persons who were involved in gambling activities at the 
scene of the raid. Mrs. Staehle stated that she was not concerned enough 
with the activities of the sstablishment to know who the keeper might be 
but did state that no person left the building from the time Sheriff's 
Police first arrived to the time of the actual arrest and therefore the 
keeper must also be among the arrestees.

Since 1920 CORNGOLD has been a member of the Capone Mob and is 
presently a member of the syndicate opereting in Chicago, Illinois. 
During his membership with the Capone organization, COREGOLD devoted 
most of his time to gambling and has acted on severel occasions, 
particularly in 1933, аз га bodyguerd—for Capone hoodlums residing P 
in Cicero, Illinois. [Оп October 28, 1933 COREGOLD was wounded in E.

An article appearing in the "Chicago Sun" dated

by April Grand Jury - Investigation Into Underworld Strike" 
listed JOSEPH CORNGOLD, Owner of the Patio Club, Cicero, 
Illinois, and co-owner of the Austin Club in Cicero, with 
WILLIE HEENEY, as two of the mobsters subpoenaed, 


A general crime survey for the period of April 


15, 1946, to April 15, 1947, reflecting general crime condi- 
tions within the Chicago Field Division reflected that 
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JOSEPH CORNGOLD was &mongst those conceded to be leaders 
of the Chicago syndicate, This survey also reflected 
that CORNGOLD was known to be connected with the slot 
machine racket in the Chicago area and was known to own 
several bookmaking establishments in the Cicero &rea, 
namely the El Patio Club and another handbook located 
in the 5900 block of West Roosevelt Road. 


The November 21, 1950, issue of the "Chicago 
Daily Sun-Times" contained an article entitled "Probers 
Press Hunt for 35 Witnesses", This article reflects 
KEFAUVER Crime Investigating Committee intensification 
of its search for 35 missing witnesses who had ducked 
service of subpoenas, Among the missing witnesses, 
according to the article, were gamblers, CAPONE gang 
bosses, and bookie wire service men. One of those being 
sought was JOSEPH CORNGOLD, 1828 South 59th Court, Cicero. 
The "Chicago Tribune" dated March 21, 1951, contains an 
article entitled "Names Chicago Gangsters Who Face Tax 
Quiz", This article contains a list of 811 prominent 
underworld figures whose income tax returns were being 
investigated. The name of JOSEPH CORNGOLD, Cicero gambler, 
was included among those listed. 


The August 31, 1950, issue of the "Chicago Daily 
' Sun-Times" contains an article entitled "Likely Witnesses 
in Inquiry Listed", This article reflects that VIRGIL 
PETERSON, Operating Director of the Chicago Crime 
Commission, said he expected Chicagoans he named in
